Carter asks 
more authority 
for labor board 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
C arter asked C ongress today to 
strengthen the authority of the National 
Labor Relations Boanj to deal with 
employers and firms who wrongfully 
delay and hamper union activities. 
In a three-page message to the law­ 
makers, Carter proposed giving the 
NLRB the power; 
— To order employers to compensate 
workers for wages lost during a period of 
unfair delay, when the employers have 
refused to bargain for a first contract. 
— To aw ard double backpay to 
workers who were illegally discharged 
before the initial contract. 
— To prohibit a firm from obtaining 
federal contracts for three years, if the 
firm has willfully and repeatedly violat­ 
ed NLRB orders 
— To seek preliminary injunctions 
against unfair labor practices that in­ 
terfere seriously with employe rights 
such as unlawful discharges 
The long-awaited labor message made 
no reference to other measures sought 
by labor — expanded picketing rights at 
construction sites, which Congress has 
defeated; repeal of the federal provision 
for giving states the right to outlaw union 
shops; and the minimum wage increase, 
which Carter and unions compromised 
on last week. 
As for his proposals to strengthen the 
NLRB, Carter told Congress, “These 
reforms are designed to accomplish im­ 
portant goals.“ 


County split 
petitions ruled 
sufficient

County clerk recorder Howard Menzel 
today officially announced that the peti­ 
tion for the formation of Los Padres 
County has been examined and found suf­ 
ficient. Menzels office determined that 
there are 11.666 valid signatures out of a 
total of 13,776 signatures submitted by 
proponents, or 368 more than the 11.298 
which were needed to qualify the ques­ 
tion for an election. 


Menzel said that 2,110 signatures were 
disqualified for a disqualification rate of 
15 per cent while 145 signers had 
requested removal of their names from 
the petition prior to its submission on 
June 4. 


Menzel said he would forward his cer­ 
tification to the Board of Supervisors on 
July 25, with a recommendation it be 
forwarded to Gov. Brown forthwith in 
accordance with California government 
code. 


Menzel said there were three possible 
election dates depending on how much 
time Gov. Brown took to make his 
special commission appointments and 
how long the Formation Review Com­ 
mission took to complete its task. He 
stated that if the maximum time allowed 
by law was taken, the election could be 
held in March 1979, along with regular 
countywide school elections. If the 
minimum time allowed were taken an 
election could be held on June 6, 1978 
along with the gubernatorial primary 
ballot. 


Third possible election date would be 
on the Nov. 8, 1978 gubernatorial ballot. 
Armstrong Lyon of Santa Maria, a 
retired Air Force officer representing 
Los Padres County Committee said: “I 
think it is a great victory for us and it is 
indicative to me that a lot of people want 
a change.” 
Proponents or their supporters were 
jubilant with the announcement that the 
petition drive was successful. Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher, who is given credit for 
starting the study of the county split in 
the first place, said that the success of 
the petition drive, indicated there was 
deep and widespread sentiment in favor 
of splitting the county. At the same time, 
Fletcher said in a statement issued Fri­ 
day, that he would reserve judgment on 
the question until the County Formation 
Review Commission, which is yet to be 
appointed, can conclude its feasibility 
study. 
In a statement today Santa Maria 
trucking executive George Smith, hailed 
the successful petition drive as in­ 
dicative that the voters, particularly in 
the north county want a change. 
“The Los Padres County Committee is 
naturally delighted with our success in 
getting the county split issue on the 
ballot, but what is not generally known is 
that our program is not unique ... 
Government is no longer serving the peo­ 
ple ... and the war is on.” 
Smith is generally recognized as one of 
the prime movers behind the split drive.

An $18 4 million deficit publication 
budget is scheduled for approval tonight 
by the Lompoc Unified School District 
board of trustees at its meeting. 7:30 
p.m at administration headquarters 


In changes from the $17 9 preliminary 
budget approved June 14. projected dis­ 
trict income has increased and expenses 
reduced 


The budget, however, shows a deficit 
of about $750,000. about $200,000 of which 
is due to one-time funds carried over 
from previous years. 


Almost $638,000 has been added to 
$75,000 in the “appropriations for con­ 
tingencies 
account, under expenses. 
This money could be used for a teacher 
salary raise — the amount of which the 
district and teachers will determine in 
current contract negotiations. 


(As an example of costs involved, a six 
per cent wage hike — to match the cost- 
of-living increase — would require about 
$510,000 > 


The district could also spend this “con­ 
tingency” money to replace about 
$93,000 worth of items removed from the 
preliminary budget, including; a 78- 
passenger bus for athletic programs, a 
pick-up truck and scoreboard for Lom­ 
poc High, a truck and sedan for 
maintenance, and additional books 


These cuts were made to decrease the 
preliminary budget’s deficit, so that, ex­ 
cluding one-time carryover funds, ex­ 
penses would about equal income 
The cuts and other budget adjustments 
have resulted in a projected net decrease 
in expenditures of $177,600 
Also, increased projected federal, 
state and county financial aid have 
boosted income in the publication budget 
by $129,800. An additional $400,000 to 
$500,000 is expected after the state 
legislature decides on a school finance 
bill.

The largest increase in income — 
$117,580 from the state — is due to the 
district’s participation in the Special 
Education Master Plan. Also, lower as­ 
sessed valuation figures from the county 
assessor have resulted in increased state 
aid, though, consequently, less local tax 
yield. 


Business m anager Joe Carlin had 
calculated the preliminary budget as­ 
suming a five per cent increase in asses­ 
sed valuation 
He said that 1976-77 
showed a 4 9 per cent increase But by 
the county assessor’s latest — though not 
yet final — estimation, assessed valua­ 
tion will increase by only three per cent. 
Also changed because of the lower as­ 
sessed valuation projections, the dis­ 
trict’s maximum allowable general pur­ 
pose tax rate was lowered from $5 02 in 
the preliminary budget to $4.93 in the 
publication budget. 


Including other taxes, the total tax 
rate for the district could be raised from 
the present $4 90 up to $5 94.

The publication budget's net increases 
in additional income and net decreases in 
expenses total $307,500. This money, 
along with funds extracted from the dis­ 
trict’s beginning balance for 1977-78, 
went into the “appropriations for con­ 
tingencies” account, Carlin said. 


Money from that account could go 
back into the district’s general reserve, 
currently $809,325, to keep that amount 
at about five per cent of expenditures, he 
said.

Southern Pacific Railroad soon may be 
paying its own way through Lompoc. 
An ordinance which would untrack the 
railroad company from a virtually eter­ 
nal lease to operate on the city’s streets 
will be introduced at the City Council 
meeting tomorrow night. 
The huge'railroad firm now operates 
its line along Laural Avenue from the 
Grefco plant to the west side of Lompoc 
under a 74-year-old lease negotiated with 
the city in 1899 City Attorney Alan 
Davidson said the lease pays the city 
nothing and is illegal because it is a 
limitless contract The White Hills line 
up Miguelito Canyon to the Johns- 
Manville plant has been operating 
without a contract since the last pact 
with Lompoc expired in 1973 
The ordinance — the result of two 
years of work by Davidson — would es­ 
tablish a franchise fee for use of the 
almost three miles of track within the 
city. 
The proposal would assess Southern 
Pacific a varying franchise fee per foot 
which would fluctuate along with the 
wholesale price index. The pact would 
charge about 50 cents per foot or roughly 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin today was 
quoted as saying he hoped Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance could delay his plan­ 
ned Middle East visit from the beginning 
to the middle of August. 
Begin was quoted by a Tel Aviv radio 
station as telling U.S. acquaintances in 
New York Friday that he hoped Vance 
could make his trip to Egypt, Jordan, 
Syria and Israel in the middle of thè 
month, a few weeks later than State 
Department officials initially had es­ 
timated. 
State Department sources confirmed 
they had learned that Begin was not en­ 
tirely happy with the early August date, 
but they said he had made no formal 
proposal for a later one. 
The officials acknowledged the exact 
timing of the visit would be a subject of 
negotiation during Begin’s Washington 
visit. President Carter sent Air Force 
One to New York today to fly Begin back 
to Washington. 


Vance may have difficulty with the 
Israeli request because he plans to visit 
Peking at that time. 
Both U.S. and Israeli officials say the 
discussions here are expected to be 
“ very friendly conversations.” One 
source said Begin will request an in­ 
crease in U.S. military aid for Israel. 


Begin, who led the conservative Likud 
party to upset victory in recent national 
elections, is now the key figure in 
Carter’s effort to orchestrate an Arab- 
Israeli peace settlement. He also is the 
unknown quantity for Carter. 
U.S. officials publicly challenged some 
of Begin’s early policy declarations on 
occupied Arab territories, but in recent 
weeks the two leaders have been trying 
to patch things up with conciliatory 
statements in anticipation of the two-day 
Washington conference. 
Israeli officials told reporters the 
Carter administration seems to be mak­ 
ing an all out effort for a smooth visit 
and they expect it to go well They said 
Carter even plans to send his personal 
plane to New York to transport Begin to 
Washington.

Returning to the White House from a 
weekend at the presidential retreat in 
Camp David. Md., Carter was asked 
whether he would appoint a special 
prosecutor to substitute for the ongoing 
investigation by the House Ethics Com­ 
mittee. 


“ I have no plans to,” Carter said. 
Key Senate and House Republicans 
have called for appointment of a special 
prosecutor, as have 25 Democratic 
junior congressmen.

Begin flew to New York Friday, dis­ 
closing as he left Israel that he was 
“bearing concrete proposals for the 
peace-making process.” 
Israeli government sources said Begin 
may ask for $2 to $2.5 billion in military 
and economic aid in fiscal 1979 — com­ 
pared to the $1.75 billion it will get in the 
1978 fiscal year that begins this Oct.l. 
Israeli sources also said Begin will 
push for a reconvening of the Middle 
East peace conference with a projected 
opening date of Oct. 10. 
Some reports circulating in Israel said 
Begin is prepared to return portions of 
occupied Sinai peninsula territories to 
Egypt and parts of the Golan Heights to 
Syria, but that he intends to remain firm 
in refusing to return any of the West 
Bank Jordan River territory to Jordan. 
The Arabs insist Israel must return all 
the occupied lands, and the Carter ad­ 
ministration — to Israel’s dismay — has 
stated repeatedly that U N. resolutions 
obligate the Israelis to return all but 
“minor” portions. 
Carter insists he is not trying to im­ 
pose a formula on either side, and claims 
to see new momentum building toward 
peace, including recent statements by 
Begin and Egypt’s President Anwar 
Sadat that they are willing to resume the 
Geneva peace conference this year. 
One ticklish issue is the question of a 
homeland for the Palestinian refugees. 
Carter has said he assumes any peace 
formula must make some provision for 
the Palestinians. Jordan and Egypt have 
suggested creating a Palestinian state, 
federated with Jordan and under Am­ 
man’s political control, from occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip territories on 
either side of Israel. 
But Begin and his supporters have in­ 
dicated they will not return the West 
Bank, nor allow Israel to be straddled by 
a Palestinian state.

Necessity of knowing what 
legal problems will be faced 
with a countywide vote on state 
w ater at the same tim e was 
stressed by the Third District 
Supervisor from Goleta. 
Wallace, like other county 
supervisors, is a director of the 
County W ater Agency board, 
which is headed by Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund of Lompoc. 
The discussion on questions 
raised by Wallace is due to 
come before the w ater agency 
at its weekly session today as a 
part of the county supervisors’ 
weekly meeting 
In addition to posing the ques­ 
tion of what to do about a state 
w ater vote and county split vote 
o c c u rrin g sim u lta n eo u sly .

dard Oil Company, Atlantic- 
Richfield and others. 


There is the possibility, said 
Parsons, that payment by the 
county this fiscal year could 
represent as much as 10 cents 
on the 1977-78 tax levy, which 
will be set late in August, and 
could be cut 30 or more cents, it 
has been felt. 


As it now stands, some county 
authorities are hopeful the rate 
can still be cut m ore than 30 
cents, despite the oil com ­ 
panies’ victory, in view of the 
higher-than-expected assessed 
valuation boost. 


The long, drawn out court tax 
has to do with the method of 
taxing oil companies by the 
California counties and cities, 
said Parsons. 
The case went to the high 
state court when an appellate 
court in Long Beach overruled 
a Superior Court decision favor­ 
ing the position of county asses­ 
sors. 
Oil companies won out in 
their contention that the tax 
bills during the past 10 years 
should not have included money 
which was paid out in royalties. 
According to Parsons, this 
count y is now a ppa r e nt l y 
required to pay back to the 
various oil companies operating 
in the Santa Barbara Channel 
and elsewhere in the county 
about $2-million in taxes paid 
under protest, along with about 
$l-million in interest charges.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
solvent used by m ost of the 
nation's dry cleaners causes 
liver cancer in m ice — an in­ 
dication of a possible cancer 
hazard to hum ans, according to 
report being prepared by the 
National Cancer Institute 


An NCI spokesw om an said 
the chem ical perchloroethylene 
Caused high rates of cancer in 
m ice w hen ad m in istered in 
large doses directly into the 
stom ach by tube She said the 
final report is expected to be 
published in a few weeks. 


The Dry Cleaning Industry 
Council, how ever, reported last 
week that a study conducted by 
the Dow C hem ical Co., a m ajor 
maker of the solvent, found no 
e v id e n c e 
o f 
c a n c e r w h en 
perchloroethylene was adminis­ 
tered by inhalation in doses 
three to six tim es greater than 
those inhaled by dry cleaners 


Dr. Jam es Plonka of Dow 
said he b elieves his com pany’s 
study represents “ a realistic 
basis for the assessm en t of the 
risk involved in exposure to 
perchloroethylene 


“ C on seq u en tly,’’

to suspect that perchloroethy­

Bogey’s projects 
But that’s not bad One time down 
south he almost had me in the production 
itself! 
He wasn't even through with the La 
Mesa Players’ production of “The Ninth

The battle lines are drawn 
and the moment of decision 
may come Wednesday when 
members of the Santa Barbara 
County Planning Commission 
give consideration to a proposal 
to downzone 300 acres of land 
along Calzada Avenue north of 
the town of Santa Ynez. 
In fact, the rezoning proposal 
has become such a controver­ 
sial one in the Santa Ynez 
Valley, the commission will 
devote its entire session beginn­ 
ing at 10 a m to hearing the 
pros and cons on the plan to 
rezone the acreage from its 
present one-acre estate, and 
five, 10, 20, and 40 acre parcels 
to an overall 10-A-O-L. 
Giving strng backing to the 
proposition that the land be 
given a new designation of 10-A- 
0-L are the Santa Ynez Valley 
Advisory Committee 
and the 
Santa Ynez Improvement and 
Protective Assn 
Opposing the change are 
some landowners who feel the 
acreag e 
is

agriculturally and who would 
prefer to see it developed for 
ranchette or one-acre housing 
developments 
Proponents claim the land, if 
developed for residential use, 
would pose septic problems, an 
overcrowding of Santa Ynez 
Schools and would result in the 
loss of valuable land suitable 
for farming. 
In a hefty environmental im­ 
pact report completed in June 
by the County Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality, Albert F. 
Reyonds, OEQ coordinator, 
said in a letter to County Plann­ 
ing Director Britt Johnson, that 
the “ area of most critical 
significant impact is septic con­ 
tamination of soils and water 
due to presence of clay lenses in 
the soil structure 
‘ Two sets of soils testing for 
agriculture and septic viability 
indicate great variability and 
the range of soils found in the 
300 acres both near surface and 
deeper with regard to depth of 
soils and internal drainage 
Due to the presence of these im­ 
pervious clay layers, water 
movement on the 300 acres 
tends to be lateral-seeping 
down a few inches or feet then 
flowing horizontally surfacing 
elsewhere creating springs or 
marshes 
This has been well 
documented for irrigation flow 
within the 300 acres and 
similarly effluent water from 
leach lines septic systems 
would be expected to do the 
same 
Nor is the problem 
solved by using dry wells,” 
Reynolds continued 
The OEQ coordinator said. 
“ Means of mitigating this 
problem are limited and in­ 
clude: sanitary sewer service, 
or non-percolation dependent 
waste disposal systems 
“ During the preparation of 
the draft EIR . it was assumed 
that sewers would be provided 
for the 300 acres within the next 
10 years 
However, comments

Land is being 
committed to uses based on 
zoning designations which in 
this case is not properly aligned

In conclusion. Reynolds said. 
“ Alternatives for the 300 acres 
are constrained primarily by 
sewage disposal options and. 
secondly, by provision of com­ 
munity services. If the problem 
of sewage disposal can be 
solved, then the situation is one 
of pacing growth with provision 
of ad'iquate community ser­ 
vices.”

Archbishop defies Catholic 
leaders with traditional M a ss 


SANTIAGO, Chile (U P I) - 
Rebel Fren ch Archbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre, defying both 
Pope Paul V I and Chilean 
Catholic leaders, presided over 
a traditional Latin Mass Sunday 
b efo re 500 p erso n s who 
gathered in a downtown hotel. 
“ Lefebvre yes! Communists 
no!" the crowd chanted follow­ 
ing the Mass offered in a salon 
of the Carrera hotel where 
Lefebvre’s supporters had in­ 
stalled a simple altar with a 
wooden cross in the room. 


The archbishop, already sus­ 
pended from priestly duties by 
the Pope for his refusal to 
observe modem liturgy, con­ 
ducted the Mass even though 
Chilean Roman Catholic au­ 
thorities had forbidden the 
nation's Catholics to attend. 
The archbishop got a stand­ 
ing ovation from the crowd — 
an apparent cross-section of 
Chilean society ranging from 
elegantly dressed women to 
teen-agers in blue jeans. 
Several received Holy Com­ 


munion from the 72-year-old 
prelate and others knelt to kiss 
his hand when he entered and 
left the salon. 
“ The heart of the Catholic 
Church is the Mass and its 
tradition should be m ain­ 
tained,” Lefebvre told his 
audience. 
At the end of the ceremony, 
given 
in La tin w ith the 
Archbishop facing the altar, the 
crowd sang the Chilean national 
anthem and chanted “ Lefebvre 
ves! Communists no!” 


Heroin purity decreases, 
indicates drug shortage

purity of heroin sold on the 
street is at the lowest point in 
four years — a sign the drug is 
hard to obtain, the head of the 
Drug Enforcement Administra­ 
tion says.

Army wives told 
to dress up a little 


DARMSTADT, West Germa­ 
ny (U P I) — A fashion model 
and a U.S. army officer are ap­ 
pealing to American army 
wives in not-so-gentle language 
to stop wearing hair curlers to 
the commissary and start dres­ 
sing up a little, like European 
women. 
"You never see a European 
woman leave the house to go 
shopping with rollers in her hair 
like American women,” com­ 
plained Judith Moulton, a 27- 
year-old Am erican model 
married to a U.S. army captain 
stationed in Nurenberg. 
In an interview in the Stars 
and Stripes, unofficial newspa­ 
per of the armed forces, Mrs 
Moulton said American army 
wives arrive in Europe ‘‘full of 
arrogance, believing that they 
are more attractive than Euro­ 
pean women.” 
But, she said, ‘‘unlike Ameri­ 
can women in the (military) 
communities, European women 
always dress up when they go 
out. 
“ It looks bad for us to have 
European women see American 
women dress the way they do. 
Many of my German friends 
tell me that the American 
women they see in the military 
communities spoil the image of 
the American women.” 
At the same time Moulton 
was lamenting the appearance 
of her countrywomen, an Army 
commissary officer in Darm­ 
stadt launched his own “ shape- 
up” offensive. 
Capt. Alphonso Hunley an­ 
nounced in a newsletter handed 
out to a ll shoppers that 
entrance henceforth will be 
denied anyone wearing a halter, 
tank top, see-through blouse, 
short-shorts, uncovered hair 
rollers, shower shoes, sweat 
suit, tennis shoes without socks, 
cut-off jeans or undershirts 
Moreover, he cautioned, 
greasy, stained or dirty cove­ 
ralls or work clothing worn by 
man. woman or child will not be 
tolerated. 


“ Since dependent personnel 
are identified with members of 
the U S 
forces, their dress 
reflects on the prestige of the 
United States and the military 
or civilia n sponsors they 
represent.” Hunley huffed 


And Stars and Stripes report­ 
er Dan Synovec, summing up 
his interview with Moulton, 
also got into the act. 


"Overweight, sloppily dress­ 
ed, curler-wearing, unfriendly 
dependent wives have de-' 
stroyed the myth of the beauty 
of American women,” he said. 


Precision 
jet pilot 
cheats death

He and Capt. Paul 
Beaulieu of Montreal were 
plucked from the water by 
small boats and treated at a 
local hospital for minor burns 
on their feet suffered when 
their cannon-fired ejection 
seats were blasted out of the 
aircraft. 
A Canadian Department of 
National Defense board is in­ 
vestigating the cause of the 
collision, which occurred dur­ 
ing a shift in formation posi­ 
tions about five miles west of 
the air field, out of sight of 
some 40,000 rain-soaked spec­ 
tators 
The investigating board in­ 
tends to recover the jets from 
Puget Sound just south of 
Whidbey Island. 
Sorfleet said Sunday he

(U PI) — Pathologists today 
tried to determine the cause of 
the poisoning that killed two 
Navajo Indians working on a 
railroad repair crew and 
hospitalized six others. 
At first authorities suspected 
the men died from poisoning ap­ 
parently contracted from a 
wood preservative, but E.G. 
Clark, Madison County Hospital 
administrator, said later tests 
did not definitely confirm the 
preservative as the toxic agent 
“ At 
th is 
point 
the 
pathologists are working on the 
autopsies.” Clark said “ What 
we do know is that it is some 
type of poisoning to the group, 
but we are not sure of the 
cause " 
He said the victims' symp­ 
toms included high fever, mus­ 
cle cramps, nausea, stomach 
cramps and excessive saliva­ 
tion. 
One other worker was in 
critical conditon and five were 
under observation at the 
Madison County Hospital. 
The dead men were identified 
as Melvin Thompson, 26, and 
Emerson Petrola. 26. both of 
Gallup. N.M 
H ospital o fficia ls said 
Petrola died Saturday night and 
Thompson was dead on arrival 
at the hospital last Thursday. 
The two were members of a 
60-65 man crew from the 
Navajo reservation in Arizona 
and New Mexico working for 
the Rock Island Line on a sec­ 
tion of track near Iola, Tex., 
when the first worker became 
ill.

Clark said the poisoning 
might have been caused by Pen- 
tachloraphenol, or PCP, a wood 
preservative. 
He acknowl­ 
edged it could have been the 
type used on railroad ties 
Clark said the remaining 
members of the workcrew were 
being kept under observation at 
their camp outside of town but 
were not being quarantined. 
Clark said there were uncon­ 
firmed reports that Indians on 
the reservation in Arizona also 
had shown signs of the poison­ 
ing, “ but we have no word from 
the Bureau of Indian Health out 
there." 
Officials of the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency and the 
State Health Department were 
investigating the poisonings.

He 
started for the AL in both 1970 at Cincin­ 
nati and 1972 at Atlanta He also pitched 
two scoreless innings in the AL’s most 
recent victory in 1971 in Detroit In his 
three All-Star appearances, Palmer has 
faced 26 batters and allowed only four 
hits. 
National League Manager Sparky 
Anderson selected Sutton, a 10-game 
winner, over his own Tom Seaver to start 
the game It will be Sutton’s first All- 
Star start, but he previously saw action 
in the 1972. 1973 and 1975 All-Star Games. 
American League Manager Billy 
Martin was forced to go with Palmer as 
his starter because a series of injuries 
and the refusal of California’s Nolan 
Ryan to pitch in the game had depleted 
his staff to just six pitchers, four of 
whom are relievers 


In selecting Sutton to start over 
Seaver, Anderson said he felt the Dodger 
right-hander had earned a chance to 
start an All-Star Game because of his 
outstanding record over the last decade. 
“ Mr. Sutton has been a pretty good 
pitcher over the years,” said Anderson. 
‘‘He deserves to start an All-Star Game, 
especially with Los Angeles 9*6 games 
ahead of Cincinnati.” 
Anderson said Seaver, who will not 
arrive in New York until Tuesday, might 
be his No 2 pitcher in the game but he in­ 
dicated that left-handed reliever Gary 
Lavelle of San Francisco might follow 
Sutton if the American League contin­ 
ues to use prim arily left-handed batters. 
Anderson said his batting order would 
consist of Joe Morgan leading off, 
followed in order by Steve Garvey, Dave 
Parker, George Foster, Greg Luzinski, 
Ron Cey, Johnny Bench, Dave Concep­ 
cion and Sutton. 
Five of the original pitchers selected 
bv the managers — Bruce Sutter and

WASHINGTON - For the sake of the 
new e th ic s th at h as o v ertak en 
Washington, ex-Speaker Carl Albert 
gave up a prized Persian rug when he 
retired from politics. He just about blew 
a fuse, therefore, when he discovered 
that his favorite rug 
had wound up on 
Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance’s floor. 
It had been a sen­ 
timental gift from a 
young Iranian friend 
who got her start in 
politics from an Albert 
speech. She became 
one of the few women 
ever to get elected to 
parliament in Iran, not 
to mention one of the 
youngest legislators in 
the Middle East, by applying Albert's 
Bug Tussle. Okla., campaign techniques 
to Tehran politics. 
Albert didn t mind relinquishing two 
dozen other gifts in order to satisfy the 
strictures against accepting foreign of­ 
ferings 
He didn’t even mind turning 
loose an elegant gold crown worth $3,000 
that the munificent South Koreans had 
given him 
But he hated to part with that 59-by-91- 
inch. beige-and-biue Persian rug. Cold- 
eyed appraisers placed a $600 value upon 
the carpet The law doesn’t allow public 
officials to keep gifts, worth more than 
$50. from foreign dignitaries 
Albert cheerfully divested himself of 
24 items on the eve of his retirement to 
Oklahoma But he regarded the magic 
carpet as a personal gift. He was 
aggrieved when the State Department 
overruled him. 
But he became considerably more 
aggrieved when he learned that the State 
Department had delivered his cherished 
carpet to Secretary Vance This is legal­ 
ly permissible as long as Vance lays the 
rug only on official floors. 
It wasn’t that Vance was short of 
carpeting The floor of his new State 
Department domain is covered with lux­ 
urious, gray, wall-to-wall carpeting But 
Vance rearranged the furniture to suit 
his own tastes after inheriting the office 
from Henry Kissinger. This exposed 
some telephone-wire holes in the carpet, 
which formerly had been hidden by Kis­ 
singer’s furniture 
To cover the holes, the Persian rug in 
all its beige-and-blue splendor was 
spread on top of the carpeting A solemn 
State Department spokesman assured us 
that Vance w as unaw are his new 
camouflage once had been a prized pos­ 
session of Carl Albert. 
But the former Speaker is not pacified. 
We spoke to him on the phone in 
McAlester, Okla. “ I’ve got an office 
down here in the federal building.” he 
grumped. “ I’ve got a place for it. I had 
pretty much of a sentimental attachment 
for that rug.” 
It occurred to him that his Iranian 
protege might call upon him some day. 
" I ’m going to be mighty em barrassed.” 
he said, “ if she comes to Oklahoma and 
doesn’t see it.” 
The State Department, skilled as it is 
in diplomatic finesse, has hinted to us 
that there may be a solution. If the gift is 
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displayed only in the federal office space 
that has been allotted to the former 
Speaker. Vance might be prevailed on to 
surrender the rug and to rustle up 
something else to cover the holes in his 
carpeting. 
TV TERROR — The average high 
school graduate, in addition to his formal 
education, has witnessed 18.000 murders 
on television. He has also had a ringside 
seat to “ countless incidents of robbery, 
arson, bombing, forgery, beating and 
smuggling “ 
Yet the characters who cavort on the 
nation’s television screens during prime 
time are more aggressive than ever Not 
only has violence reached its highest 
level in prime time, it is even worse on 
Saturday mornings 
Twice as much 
physical aggression is shown on the 
Saturday children’s shows 
These are the conclusions of a con­ 
fidential study by the House Communica­ 
tions Subcommittee The release of the 
report has been mysteriously held up for 
weeks. Some committee members, say

WASHINGTON — The first person to 
rush over and wring the hand of Sen 
Frank Church after the vote on the 
Clinch River breeder reactor was Sen 
Strom Thurmond, R-S.C. 
It was a scene without precedent in the 
chamber. Church and Thurmond have 
spent their careers battling each other — 
on the Vietnam war, the ABM, on every 
issue that 
involves the m ilitary- 
industrial complex and the general 
direction of the country 
But the Senate’s most persistent dove 
and its most unregenerate hawk were 
met as brothers on the question of 
plutonium, the fearful substance which 
Jimmy Carter is trying to eliminate 
from the production of nuclear energy 
Frank Church, who ran for the 
presidency as an idealist who had ex­ 
posed the evils of mindless obeisance to 
the Pentagon and the big corporations, 
has become an ardent advocate of real 
politik in the bitter struggle over nuclear 
energy 
"This is the world as it is.” he said, 
while the conservatives beamed and 
former allies shook their heads. 
“ What h as happened to Fran k 
Church?” the liberals ask one another in 
the corridors. He is aware of it. He 
doesn’t care for the company he is keep­ 
ing. He knows people say he’s changed 
because of the presence of nuclear plants 
in his home state He says it isn’t so. 
He believes in the energy crisis, ap­ 
parently. And it can be argued that 
Carter’s advocacy of light-water breeder 
reactors instead of plutonium is not that 
much safer. 
It’s just that in the old days, when a 
president was crusading against nuclear 
proliferation, Church would have been 
the first to enlist. 
But Church is saying it just won’t 
work, which is something he never used 
to say when the headwinds were strong. 
The world is not listening to Jimm y 
Carter. The French make no bones about 
it. The Germans have elected to proceed 
The British already have their own 
Clinch River plant. 
We must not fall behind in plutonium 
technology, Church argued When varia­ 
tions of that theme were hurled at him 
during b attles over new weapons 
systems, he scoffed He has become the 
Senate’s most effective spokesman for 
the inevitability of plutonium 
Just before the Clinch River argu­ 
ment, Church gave Thurmond eloquent 
support in the rescue of another bitterly 
disputed plutonium reprocessing plant in 
Barnwell, S.C. Thurmond, who speaks in 
a high, accusatory whine, was railing 
a g a in st th o se stu b born and un­ 
enlightened people who resist, for 
reasons incomprehensible to him, this 


study found Much of the increase has 
come during the family viewing hours.

Frank Church thinks Carter’s modest 
effort at nuclear sanity is misguided To 
him, it's a step toward “ nuclear 
isolationism,” and “ nuclear anarchy.” 
He fumed about those who “ moralized” 
on the question. That’s Frank Church, 
whose critics complained he sounded 
like a Sunday school teacher on the 
stump It was passing strange 
What was even stranger was that after 
his hard-nosed remarks, someone else 
got up and made the kind of speech that 
Church used to make. 
It was Dale Bumpers. D-Ark., who 
when he came here in 1974 was widely 
hailed as an ultra-opportunist But, he 
said, trying to pull tne Senate back from 
the Plutonium Age, “ We have a moral 
obligation to lead That is the greatness 
of this country.” 
He did not want to hear the Church 
argument that "everybody’s doing it” or 
that if we didn’t do it, someone else 
would He’d heard that about the Con­ 
corde 
He’d heard, and here he sounded most 
like the old Church, that if we don’t sell 
arms to Iran, someone else would — "so 
we continue the most expensive and 
irresponsible arms policy in the world.” 
“ It reminds me of the excuses the 
British used to justify the slave trade. 
They said, i f we don’t continue, the sl­ 
aves will be treated inhumanely.’” 
He suggested putting the money into 
research for less lethal alternatives — 
solar energy, for instance — which 
couldn't be used by terrorists to make 
nuclear bombs. 
“ We m ay have passed so many 
milestones in our rush to incinerate 
ourselves,” Bumps concluded, "that we 
are going to insist on being incinerated 
sooner. Maybe we haven’t crossed that 
line; let us not do something that will 
hasten the certainty of it.” 
But the Senate was in a hellish hurry. 
Jimmy Carter may preach to the world. 
They want to get on with the business of 
making it a more dangerous place.
